A COMMITTEE of experts 
recommended in the late ‘sixtics 
that the textile Industry should 


concentrate on high quality finish- . 
ed products, with intermediate ἡ 


products produced only for In- 
direct exports, Ἶ 

The wisdom of this proposal has 
proven itself in the past year. 
(The committee also recommend- 
ed pushing ready-to-wear 
manufacture, which had indeed 
prospered until the 1973 war, and 
the subsequent oi] crisis and 
economic slump in the West). 
Despite great difficulties, the in- 
dustry has managed to survive 
and even, with a few exceptions, 
to improve its output. 

Commerce and Industry 
Minister Halm Bar-Lev, gratified 
at the better-than-expocted atten- 
dance promised for this year's 
Fashion Week, said last week the 
textile Industry has proven 


_ Worthy of the confidence placed in 


it. “I feel it will make even 
greater efforts in the coming 
year," Mr. Bar-Lev said, “and my 
Ministry will continue to extend 
every possible ald." 

There are signs that things will 
improve for the textile and 
fashion industries by the end of 
this year as the western countrics 
begin to pull out of the current 
economic slump. 

Optimistic signala are begin- 
ning to reach Commerce and In- 
dustry officials from Europe and

North America, according to 
Shlomo Gur-Aryeh, director of the 
Ministry's Textiles Division. 
Meanwhile, the Ministry ia con- 
centrating on encouraging local 
manufacturers to export more 
while improving quality and 
maintaining existing price levels. 

The difficulties jn the world 
market, which arose in the latter 
half of the past year, resulted ina 
slowing down of expansion, and 
led to the collapse of a fow con- 
cerns. Nevertheless exports dur- 
ing last year rose to $166m., com- 
pared to $154m. in 1073. This year, 
despite the difficulties affecting 
the industry, exports are expected 
to reach $185m. 

.This, according to Mr. Gur- 
Aryeh, 5 due primarily to the con- 
fidence earned by the induatry ~ 


Pirtleularly by the fashion 
branch. While textlten held their 
own, exporting $63.7in. of 
merchandise ($83.2m. the 
previous year), exports of fashion 
goods of both fabrics and leather 
rose. Knit and woven fashion ex- 
ports rose from $72m. In 1973 to 
$78.4m, last year, and leather 
fashion goods (not including furs, 
handbags, ete.) rose from $9.8m. 
to $13.2m. 


ONE OF the ways in which the 


Commerce and Industry Ministry 
has helped the Industry is through 
the commercial attaches in the 
U.S., Britain and Germany; they 
worked hard to reinforee the 
theme that buyers could obtain 
Israeli products of high quality, 
and that these would be supplied 
on the date promised. 

Also, there was an Increase In 
the proportion of indlreet taxes 
refunded lo exporters, based on 
the added value of their exports, 
Here, an additional Incentive was 
ereated by the larger gap between 
one category and the next, en- 
couraging the manufacturer to try 
harder to climb into the higher 
bracket. (The amount of indirect 
taxes rcbated grows up to a max- 
{mum of 1L1.84 per dollar of added 
value, in increments of IL0,11.)- 
The added value may bo in- 
creased by greater use of locaily- 
made raw materials, and by mak- 


. ing the operation more efficient. 


Indeed, the challenge to the tex- 


. tile induatry is to keep up with the 
: gtyles in fashion and to Improve 


efficiency — but these are thinga 


« which the Commerce and In- 


dustry Ministry cannot control. 
Mr. Gur-Aryeh cites several ex- 
amples of concerns which manag: 
ed to redirect resources or cut 
down on costs in packaging 
without hurting the quality of 
their product, 

How about the complaint voic- 
ed by some of the textile concerns 
that incentives are inadequate? 
Mr. Bar-Lev sald recently that 
there are some concerns which 
would fail regardless of how much 
help and incentive were provided 
— and courage is needed to allow 
them to do so. However, these are 
the exception, rather than the 
rule, 

Meanwhile, in the course of this 
year the free-trade agreement 
with the Common Market will 
begin to take effect, and customs 
duty on fashion goods imported 
from Israel will be reduced by 60 
per cent. This, along with the ox- 
peoted recovery from the current 
economic slump, should give 
Israel's textile induatry the boost 
it needs to reach its export goals.

“Even in 1973, inflation was 
already becoming felt, and some 
foreign buyers in some fashion 
lines were beginning to complain 
that our prices were high. Not that 
they bought leas; but we were 

. made to realize that price was, 
after all, a basic consideration, As 
for the following year — 
February, 1974 came goon after 
the. October War, and was a 
special case ali in itself, When 453 
buyers arrived for the event, I 
was astonished. I hadn't thought 
half that number would actually 
come.” 

One bright light shines en- 
couragingly for Israel's strong 
and veteran fashion knitwear in- 
dustry. In the recent paat, when 
women fell into the habit of buying 
quantities of clothes but wearing 
them for only a season or so, 
Israeli knitwear manufacturers 
were often criticized for ‘‘making 
things too well." That is, the com- 
plaint was that high-quality 
fabrics and careful, excellent 
finish pushed up the price (com- 
pared to that of the late, lamented 
‘“‘shmatte''), while giving the con- 
sumer something she didn't really 
want — something she could wear 
for many years. 


NOW THAT non-disposable . 


fashions have once again come 
into their own and are sought by 
‘even those with less money to 
spend," Israeli knitwear firms 
may well have the key to cap- 


erry turing a larger share of the export” 
erent market. After all, they have had 


that key — the know-how of 
producing long-term elegance — 
in their hands for a good many 
years. 

This holds true for the veterans 
who have weathered worse 
storms than the present one, and 

- for upcoming new firms with the 
capacity to adjust to the changing 
scene. Hardest hit are those. 
manufacturers who rose with the 
tide (often created with govern- 
ment support and loans, but lack- 
ing In fashion capacity) and now 
find themselves unable to produce 
what the new market wants. 

“It's not companies like mine, 
which are in trouble," a veteran 
knitwear manufacturer told The 
Posi recently. ‘The ones badly in 

- need of help are those which were 
encouraged to go into this field 
when, perhaps, they should't have 
been at all.” εἰ 

The Jocal employment situation 
bears a certain analogy to the 
marketing fleld.

“FASHION PHILOSOPHY" is a 
heavy phrase, and [t didn't turn up 


once in my conversation with 
Mary Keating, wife of the 
American ambassador. Yct every 
woman has one, whether she 
dresses weil, badly, or — ag it 
were — not at all. In Mrs. 
Keating's case, the point is of 
special Interest because she is an 
unusually attractive woman 
whose new public career means 
thai she must dress for it. Her 
clothes, always carefully chosen, 
tell a great deal about her; at the 
game time, she is hardly the sort 
of person whose happiest hours 
are spent babbling about fashion. 

"T don't like to shop, and for me 
the ideal thing would be to buy 
clothes once a year and then 
forget the whole thing." she told 
me when we met at the am- 
bassadorial residence in Herzliya. 
“It's true that I've always liked 
clothes — but I'm probably more 
inlerested in Interior decoration. 
My Idea of a home, though, is that 
{t should be warm and and 
welcoming rather than ‘chic.’ By 
that [ mean flowers, cozy chairs, 
and lots of books." 


The same principles might be ἢ 


applied to her fashion views: she 
dresses simply and avoids the 
flamboyant. When we met, she 
was wearing a very understated 
grecnish-tweed skirt (length, just 
below the knee) with a ribbed car- 
digan Sweater, overa pale-shrimp 
shirt. ''The skirt and shirt happen 
to be Italian — there is nothing 
like Itallan silks. But I think the 
Italians, Hke the Israelis, export 
thelr beat things.'' The shirt had 
only the patest jacquard weave 
for a design: ‘'My husband 
doesn't like patterns, and one's 
husband's taste, of course, helps 
determine what onc wears." 

When she first came downstairs 
to meet me, J mistook her for her 
own very young social secretary. 
This is what comes of having a 
perfeel size ten figure. (Like all 
alim American women, Mrs.

Keating (‘‘So clean and well 
organized, air-conditioned and 
pleagant..."") and she was quick to 
see in both the products and the 
plants what she termed a ‘tribute 
to Israel": 

“Both of these firms had their 
origins in Europe. Yet it seems 
clear that the world-wide success 
they've achieved, after coming to 
{srael, is probably greater than 
anything that might have 
developed in Europe." 

The Keatings were going out 
that evening to a dinner at which 
the Prime Minister would be pre- 
sent, and I asked what she plan- 
ned to wear. After three seconds, 
thought: ‘‘My long crocheted 
Maskit dress.
